"He has a deep sense of concern for 
those less privileged than himself." he 
said, adding that Prince Abdullah is 
known for his loyalty.

Since his sudden appoint mem. the 
Prince has presided over Cabinet meet- 
ings and met with a host of inlet na- 
tional dignitaries, including US 
Secrctaiy of Stale Madeleine Albright 
and Palestinian President Vassei Aiafal. 

A Jordanian nflicial who attended 
some of rhe meetings said the Prince 
“impressed us with his wide knowl- 
edge both of international alfairs and 
his own country's political and eco- 
nomic situation." 

"Abdullah has proved not mily that 
he is ready to listen to advice, but that 
he actively seeks ir," a former prime 
minister told AFP. 

Prince Abdullah had previously been 
known mostly as a fine olliccr who was 
promoted to Major General in May 
1998 from Rrigadier General, a rank lie 
had held since 1993. 

He is well-aware of his country's lack 
of natural resources and is already 
Involved in economic development 
projects, especially in tourism. 

One of his projects was the launch- 
ing of a French television game show 
in the spectacular desei t valley of Wadi 
Rum. it bid to draw more visitors to the 
kingdom. 

Prince Abdullah is also conscious of 
Jordan’s potential for exporting more- 
skilled labor and professionals In the 
Gulf states with whom lie has built 
strong ties and elsewhere in the 
region.

Meanwhile, officials labored yesteniay 
to put an end to the term ‘clinically dead' 
used by journalists when describing the 
condition of die King, saying that he is only 
unconscious due to heavy sedation and 
that his condition is stable. 
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,n addition, tliere is failure in the func- 
tion of his only kidney and liver," but 
according to Farraj “the heart and brain 
remain intact and rite general condition is 
stable." 

Rumors were rampant yesterday that 
the King could not sustain his life without 
support and that the Royal Family was dis- 
cussing die possibility oF unplugging the 
life support system. Widespread talks that 
the King will be moved from his sickbed at 
the King Hussein Medical Center to his 
home, Bab Al Salam, did not materialize 
either. 

At his press conference Judeh reiterated

AMMAN (AP) — The grandson of an Arab warrior educated in 
Britain, King Hussein straddled two worlds, Hast and West, 
moving with ease from the White House tn barracks to 
Bedouin tents. 

His ability to navigate the myriad pressures that molded his 
desert kingdom may have made Jordan the country it is - a sur- 
prisingly stable, relative developed nation in a landscape long 
defined by wars, revolts, assassinations and tragedies. 

Substance mixed with symbolism, humility with the dramat- 
ic, in a reign that stretched across five decades. 

“The King is the oldest anchorman in existence Unlay. He is 
a master of this. He knew when to say it and how to .say it. lie 
knew what to say and when," said Mustnlii llaniiirneh, direct ru 
of the Center for Strategic Studies at the University uf Iordan. 

Often that trait secured his survival in a country that first 
searched for stability, then its identity. 

Tor King Hussein the country’s lack of logic was the least of 
his problems. He faced a restive population of Palestinians dri- 
ven from their homes in wars with Israel, His cousin in Iraq was 
shot in the garden of the royal palace in l‘J5K in a bloody rev- 
olution. And radical Arab leaders in Egypt and Syria castigated 
the King for the British, ami later American, military and eco- 
nomic aid that ensured his survival. 

With a respected, but small army, negotiation was all he had. 

“Since its inception. Jordan’s relation with the Wesi has been 
crucial to its existence," said Michael l : isclihach. an expert on 
Jordan al Randolpli-Macon College in Viiginin. 

“The King's ability to ninneuvei within both aveiypr.md and 
nationalist part of the Arab win Id and at the same time nego- 
tiate in the halls of Western power have played a vital role." Iu- 
said. 

He seemed a natural in the West. 

A product of Britain's Harrow School and Sandhurst milil.uv 
academy. King Hussein never lost the formality - and in.irii.il 
demeanor - of a British officer. He is a watoi skier, s I- y diver, 
race-car driver and avid pilot. Irom jet lighters ro helicopters. 

As a young King, he charmed President Dwight l.iscnhnwcr. 

President Richard Nixon remarked that lie is a world leader 
“rather than simply a parochial monarch of a small country. 

"He is not afraid of, 1 think, being seen as somebody who is 
very comfortable in the Western world." said Paul YYolfowilz. a 
former Bush administration official and dean of the School ol 
international Studies at Johns Hopkins University. 

His standing and respect in the West have drawn parallels 
with an Arab contemporary, Egypt's Anwar Sadat . 

Like King Hussein. Sadat's peace with Israel played poorly at 
home, where a generation of Egyptians were raised on the 
sanctity of war with the Jewish stare. Both leaders protected 
their images in the West. 

Unlike Sadat, King Hussein dodged the assassin's bullet - 
barely. 

In 1951, a Palestinian shot dead his grandfather Abdullah as 
he entered Al Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem. A bullet aimed at 
King Hussein bounced off a medal pinned to the young prince s 
chest. 

A great stylist, he often responds with the dramatic gesture. 

Despite the bitterness of the 1970 civil war. he amnestied 
about 1,000 Palestinian guerrillas three years later. After 
imprisoning one of his most vocal opponents in 1996, he. 
relented eight months later, personally driving him from prison 
to his mother’s home. 

Ip one of his more poignant moments, he traveled to Israel 
after a Jordanian soldier killed seven Israeli schoolgirls. He con- 
doled one of the.girl's sobbing mothers, offering his apology. 

. “He was as comfortable in the White House as lie was iti a 
Bedouin ramp drinking tea, in a military barracks or in a uni- ' 
versify talking vyith academics.” said Hamarneh. the professor 
at the University of Jordan. “He, is comfortable in all settrogs.?' .

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CROWN PRINCE ABDULLAH:

AMMAN — (Agencies) — Crown Prince 
Abdullah, eldest son of King Hussein, 
was swept from special forces com- 
mander to regent on Saturday. 

The 37-year-old Prince, who had 
been commander of Jordan's Special 
Forces in an army which forms the 
bedrock of support for the state King 
Hussein Medical Center in the west of 
the capita], Amman. 

Up until recently Prince Abdullah 
had rarely been considered a leading 
contender for the throne. 

Energetic and enthusiastic, he 
showed more interest in night-time 
missions with his forces patrolling for 
smugglers along Jordan’s eastern bor- 
ders with Iraq. 

Close associates say Prince 
Abdullah, whose interests include col- 
lecting ancient weapons, had little 
ambition outside the army, telling mil- 
itary sources as recently as two 
months ago he had no wish to be King. 

Barely had King Hussein rushed 
back to the United States for more 
treatment than US Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright arrived in Amman 
to express support for the soldier 
prince.

He has occasionally acted as Regent 
in the absence of King Hussein and 
other senior family members and has 
built up links with young members of 
Gulf Arab ruling families. 

Last year he led a high-profile 
Special Forces operation to storm the 
hideout of gunmen who had killed 
eight people in Amman. When the 
shooting was over Jordanians chanted 
his name on the streets. 

A few months later his father pro- 
moted him to major-general and 
diplomats speculated that the King, 
the Middle East's longest-serving 
ruler, was grooming him to take com- 
mand of Jordan's land forces. 

Prince Abdullah also helped present 
Jordan's plans to the foreign affairs 
and appropriation committees of 
Congress, which led to a tripling of US 
aid to Jordan, to S225 million in 1998. 

The Prince impressed Hie audience 
at his first chore ns stand-in for the 
King four days after he was named 
Crown Prince and King Hussein left for 
the United States to be treated for a 
relapse of his lymphatic cancer. 

He walked into the conference of 


Arab interior ministers with the e 
mice of a military officer and dum 
tlu- mostly older crowd.

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HAMAS DEMANDS ARAFAT RELEASE DETAINEES 


NABLUS (AP) — Over 1,000 supporters of the Hamas Islamist 
group burned tires and blocked a main thoroughfare with rocks 
Saturday in the West Bank city of Nablus, demanding that the 
Palestinian National Authority (PNA) release hunger-striking 
Hamas members from jail. 

It was the second straight day of disturbances in the West Bank 
city, where for the past 14 days 44 Hamas members have been 
fasting in the city's prison. Some of them have been held without 
trial for more than a year. 

About 30 masked men led the crowd blocking King Feisal 
Street, shouting "support the prisoners" and ‘‘God is great" 
through bull-horns. Palestinian police cleared the highway but die 
demonstrators reoccupied one side of it. 

The tension began just after Friday noon prayers when two 
dozen police officers entered the Al-Nasser Mosque, a Hamas 
stronghold, and tore up banners that had been prcpai-ed for a 
march later in the day. 

Demonstrators threw stones at the police who responded with 
dubs. On Saturday, however, both sides refrained from violence. 

Eleven of the hunger strikers were moved Saturday to the city's 
two hospitals. A doctor at Al-Wiitaiii hospital told the Associated 
Press three of them were in serious condition and their lives 
would be in danger unless they received nutrition. 

“They refused to allow us to give them glucose intravenously so 
we gave them sedatives and when they were sedated we inserted 
the drip," said the doctor, who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Four of the hunger-strikers were taken back to prison after 
treatment, 

One of the hunger-strikers in hospital said lie had been held 
without trial for 17 months. “We want to be released. We felt that 
if we did nor gu on hunger-strike we would stay in jail for ever," 
said Omar Mansour, 28, a car mechanic. 

Some or the detainees were arrested after suicide bombing 
attacks in Israeli cities, when Israel demanded that Palestinian 
President Yasser Arafat clamp down on Islamists. 

Since establishing the PNA in 1994 Arafat has arrested hundreds 
of Islamists opposed to the peace agreements with Israel.

NABLUS (AFP) — Six Islamists 
who have been on a hunger 
strike In the Nablus jail for two 
weeks were hospitalized 
Saturday while around 40 oth- 


ers announced that they had 
also stopped taking liquids, 
Palestinian sources said. 

The six were taken from the 
Jneid prison to a local hospital 
suffering from the effects of 
two weeks without solid food, 
security officials told Agence 
France Press. 


Hundreds of their supporters 
gathered outside the hospital, 
and burnt tyres, after rumours 
, spread that one of the hunger 
strikers had died. 

Police allowed represetatives 
of the protesters into the hospi- 
tal to see for themselves that 
the strikers were still alive. 

The prisoners, members of 
the Islamic Resistance 
Movement. Hamas, or the 
smaller Islamic Jihad, are 
protesting their detention with- 
out trial or charges by the 
^Palestinian National Authority 
•(PNA). 


The demonstration outside 
the hospital was the latest in a 


string of actions by supporters 
backing the prisoners' 
demands. 


Several hundred students 


from Nablus' An-Najah 


University held a sit-in protest 
Saturday outside the home of 
mayor Ghassan Shakah, while 
hundreds of Islamist activists 
clashed with Palestinian police 
here Friday during a march in 
solidarity with the prisoners 
Hamas' spiritual guide Sheikh 


Ahmad Yassin declared Monday 


that he was going on unlimited 
hunger strike to demand the 
prisoners' release. 

The PNA has pledged to crack 
down on the military wing of 
Hamas and other groups 
opposed to peace accords with 
Israel as part of the US-bro- 
kered Wye River iand-for-secu- 
rlty deal signed in October.

RAMBOUILLET (R) — French President Jacques 
Chirac opened Kosovo peace talks on Saturday, 
calling on belligerents to demonstrate courage in 
making peace and warning them major powers 
would not tolerate continued bloodshed. 

Chirac told Yugoslav and ethnic Albanian dele- 
gates to the talks "I urge you to allow the forces 
of life to triumph over the forces of evil. The 
world is watching you and waiting." 

“There are rare moments when history Is In the 
hands or only a few men. This is the case today as 
you take your places at this negotiating table,” 
Chirac said. 


Urging them to work “so peace can return to 
hearts and minds," rhe French leader also 
warned, in the name of major powers: “We will 
nor tolerate the prolonging of a conflict which 
flouts the basic principles of human dignity. 

'We will not allow the cycle 0 r violence to 
slowly but surely threaten the stability of peace in 
all of southeastern Europe. We want peace on our 
continent," he said. 

The peace conference began more than three 
and a half hours late, having been jeopardized at 
the last minute on Friday when Serbian authori- 
ties refused to let ethnic Albanian members of 


the Kosovo Liberation Army guerrillas leave for 
France with other delegates. 

Chirac made dear the international community 
expected Yugoslavia to grant wide autonomy to 
Kosovo but that ethnic Albanian inhabitants 
should lower expectations for independence and 
accept life as part of Yugoslavia. 

You have a choice between pursuing the 
tragedies of the past or the hope of life which is 
taking shape,” Chirac said. 

Chirac said international action was “unani- 
mous. It is aimed at no single party but made to 
benefit all."

GERMANY'S FORCED LABOUR 



BONN, (AFP) — A senior German minister 
and the head of the country’s largest bank 
fly to the United States Sunday in a bid to 
find a solution to the burgeoning claims for 
compensation for wartime forced labour. 
Chancellery Minister Bodo Horn bach and 
Deutsche Bank president Rolf Breuer will 
have talks Monday and Tliesday with senior 
officials, including Under- Secretary of 
State Stuart Eizenstat. 

Meetings are also planned with represen- 
tatives of the World Jewish Congress (WJC), 
which is leading the fight to secure com- 
pensation for millions of slave labourers 
employed in Nazi Germany during World 
War 11. 

The WJC is also targeting German banks 
for their role in the confiscation of gold and 
other assets from Jews persecuted by the 
Nazis in the Holocaust. Hombach Is hoping 
to reach agreement on a compensation 
fund for slave labourers drafted from all 
over occupied Europe and forced to work 
for companies such as Siemens, BMW, 
Daimler, Krupp and Volkswagen. 

The case of the Deutsche Bank, accused 
of profiting from forced labour and selling 
gold stolen from Jews, is particularly 
urgent. The WJC is leading a campaign to 
block a merger between the bank and the 
New York-based Bankers Trust. 

Recent revelations, that Deutsche Bank 
helped fund the construction of the 
Auschwitz extermination camp and that 75 
percent of its charitable contributions dur- 
ing the Nazi era went to an Adolph Hitler 
Fund, have added to its problems.. 

Deutsche Bank said that Breuer had been 
asked to accompany Hombach, without 
specifying by whom. The WJC said he 
would be meeting its deputy head. Rabbi 
Israel Singer, adding that it hoped enough 
progress would be made for it to lift its 
opposition to the merger with Bankers 
Trust. 

The financial controller for the state of 
New York, Alen Hevesi, has asked the US 
Federal Reserve and the state banking com- 
mission to freeze the merger pending the 
go-ahead from the WJC. The WJC said 
Friday it would also investigate Dresdner 
Bank, Germany's third-largest private bank, 
which is facing a lawsuit over compensa-

tion for Jewish victims of the Holocaust. 
Late last month Dresdner Bank said it was 
ready to make restitution for profits it 
derived from sales of gold stolen by the 
Germans from Holocaust victims, a sum it 
estimates at 2.55 million Euros (2.8B mil- 
lion dollars). 

In a letter to employees published Friday, 
Breuer acknowledged Deutsche Bank's 
Involvement in the Nazi program of human 
extermination. 

“I would like to say once again, in the 
name of the bank, that we deeply regret 
the injustices and atrocities which took 
place and that we acknowledge our ethical 
and moral responsibility," Breuer wrote. He 
added: “We have been in contact with the 
WJC for some time now." “In particular, 
Deutsche Bank supports the initiative by 
the German government aimed at finding 
an exhaustive solution in talks between tiic 
parties concerned, including the US and 
Israeli governments." 

According to German press reports, a 
compensation fund would be financed by 
the firms concerned, under the joint super- 
vision of the German and US governments. 
Bonn, which made substantial government 
reparations during the 1 950s, has 
announced that legislation is in the 
pipeline, and Hombach has expressed con- 
fidence that the question can be settled 
this month. 

The German weekly Der Spiegel has pre- 
dicted that the first payments could be 


made front September, marking the 60th 
anniversary of the Nazi Invasion of Poland 
which triggered World War II. Under an 
accurd, the beneficiaries would drop legal 
action against the linns concerned, while 
Washington would put a stop to threats of 
consumer boycotts. 

Hombach is also to visit Israel shortly, 
Bonn has announced. 

Virtually the whole of German industry 
used slave labour during World War II to 
keep the Nazi war machine going.

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WARSAW,(AFP) — The Polish government and the country's 
farmers agreed Saturday to suspend until Sunday their talks 
aimed at resolving a two-week protest over cheap agricultural 
imports.

The two sides are negotiating over the price of pork, with 
farmers demanding 3.40 zlotys (0.81 Euros) per kilogram (0.45 
pounds) of pork bought from producers through a government 
agency, against the 2.80 currently paid. On Saturday, the gov- 
ernment offered 3.20 ^lotys, according to a statement from the 
agriculture ministry. Meanwjiile, a solution was found Friday for 
local courts to deal “leniently" with roadblock protestors. 

The government admitted that “the farmers' protests were 
justified." and said: "Polish law does not recognize the notion of 
collective responsibility."

That number is expect- 
ed to jump to $17 billion by 2001. Online sales 
during the holiday season in 1998 totaled S2.3 
billion, more than twice the $1.1 billion in 
online sales reported for the 1997 holiday sea- 
son .Many consumers are drawn to the 
Intemetfor the potential savings of buying 
direct. Net retailers tout the cyber-adage of cut- 
ting out the middle man and passing the savings 
on to the customer. Amazon.com and harne- 
ss ndnoble.com, for example, offer a 20 to 40 
percent discount on all of their books. 

But these discounts often don't translate to 
actual savings. The reason7 You guessed it: ship- 
ping and handling. Online discounts unraveled 
Consider: a friend recommends a book. You go 
online, punch up Amazon.com, find thebook, 
and get ready to place your order. The discount 
seems impressive. You would have paid $11.95 
for this paperback in the store, but Amazon.com 
offers the book forS9.56 a saving of $2.39, or 20 
percent! However, you’ll also pay an additional 
$3.95 for shipping and handling $3 per order 
plus 95 cents per book. You end up paying 
S 13.51 for the order, a $1.56 premium, nr 13 
percent over the conventional bookstore price. 

On the other hand, the more you buy, the 
more of a savings you actually get. If you add 
two more books to the order, one that retails for 
$9.95. and another that retails for$ 13.50. You’d 
have paid $35.40 for the three books in the 
store. Amazon.com will save you 20 percent, or 


$7.08, For a total of $28.32. The shipping and 
handling charge for the order will be $5.85. Your 
actual saving is $ 1 .23, or a whopping 4 percent. 
So unless you're placing a large order, or buying 
hardcover best sellers at a 40 percent discount, 
the savings are elusive. You can never fully real- 
ize the advertised savings because the shipping 
and handling charges will always take a bite out 
of the actual discount. 

And if you have your order sent express, you 
can forget about savings altogether. 
Amazon.com charges $6 per order, plus $1.95 
per item for 2-day shipping. Next day air costs 
even more S8 per order plus $2.95 per item 
According roAmazon.com spokesman Bill Curry, 
shipping and handling charges just aren't a 
major factor in the minds of customers. "The 
numbers speak for themselves," he says. "We 
added 1 .7 million new customers in the fourth 
quarter of last year. 

Are these customers turned off by shipping 
chaiges? Obviously not. The company has also 
added a new distribution center in Fernley, Nev., 


to expedite shipping to its exploding customer 
base. A barnesandnoble.com spokesman said 
that the consumer is well aware of shipping and 
handling chaiges from the outset.

In areas with high tax 
rates, such as New York City, ordering online can 
help customers avoid paying state and local 
sales tax.

First Indy Hillary Rodham Clinton 
spoke to Queen Noor before the wife 


of the dying d 5 -year-old Jordanian 
leader accompanied him home on 
Thursday from the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minnesota, where doctors 
tried but failed to stem the ravages of 
lymphatic cancer. 

The president and the first lady 
were expected to lead the U.S. dele- 
gation to King Hussein’s funeral upon 
his death. 

King Hussein is unconscious and 
being kept alive by artificial means. A 
statement by the monarch's private 
physician, Lieutenant General Samir 
Farraj, said Hussein's kidney and liver 
had failed but that his heart and brain 
were functioning.

time to time." 

In fact, the problem of limit- 
ed display areas is not limited 
to these museums, but most of 
them museums like the Jordan 
Archaeological Museum which 
is located at Jebel-AI-Qal'a. 
Taisseir Attiat, the manger nf 
the museum said that, "the 
general plan for any museum in 
the world should take into con- 
sideration the possibility of 
expanding in the future." 

He added “the more we dig 
and excavate, the more valu- 
able material we discover, and 
the less space we have in our 
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Three years ago, Basil's 
father punished him by lock- 
ing him up in a dark room 
and prohibiting him from leav- 
ing it or even turning the light 
on. Basil's father emigrated to 
Cite U.S leaving behind him 
his wife in charge of the house 
hold and raising their two 
children; Basil and Rawan. 

Basil said, "My father and 
mother lock me up in a dark 
room and my mother hits me 
although I say that I am 
sorry." 

"Basil's mother did not 
have a job, which exposed her 
to psychological and financial 
pressures. The hardships 
reflected negatively on raising 
her children, she resorted to 
the same style of punishment 
and physical abuse which had 
been followed by her hus- 
band.' 1 explained Basil's 
teacher, Rani a Al Amaireh 
who followed his case. 

The six-year-old Basil said, 
“my mother is bad tempered, 
1 am very afraid of her." He 
also added that “when I make 
a mistake my mother gets irri- 
tated and locks me up in a 
dark room. I keep crying until 
she opens the door. Then I tell 
her that I am sorry and that I 
will not do it again. Please do 
not lock me up again." 

In fact, Basil is not only 
locked up in darkness but 
also physically abused. Basil 
and Rawan receive the same 
treatment. "Do you know 
what my mother hits me 
with?" asked Basil, "the

wooden spoon." But, excited- 
ly he added that, "I'm happy 
because now the wooden 
spoon is broken." 

Basil's teacher Rania Al 
Amaireh, tried to help him by 
talking to his mother. “When I 
told his mother that he was 
happy after the spoon got 
broken, she told me that he 
should not be too happy 
because she had already 
bought another one.” 

Rania added, “I tried to con- 
vince the mother that what 
she Was doing was wrong, and 
if she goes on, this punish- 
ment will reflect negatively on 
Basil's conduct in the future. 
On the other hand, 1 observed 
that he used to come to 
school without doing his 
homework." 

Rania's efforts to talk to the 
mother have not been totally 
in vain. Rania explains that, 
"he is better now because he 
does not cry as much as 
before and he pays more 
attention to his home work. 
His mother does not lock him 
up in the dark any more, but 
she does still hit him." 

"Fear is an emotion that 
causes quickening of the 
pulse and elevated blood 
pressure, in addition to, stut- 
tering and sweating," 
Khalil Abu Zanned, a psychia- 
trist said. He continued that, 
"whenever the person 
encounters a fear towards a 
particular thing, one of two 
choices arises, either con- 


frontation or avoidance of the 
fearful situation." 

He also added that "fear is 
born with the human being 
like the feelings of hunger, 
happiness and sadness. It is, 
therefore, instinctive .There 
are factors that stimulate fear 
which are found as part of the 
person's environment." 

Fear of darkness has a defi- 
nite effect on children's 
behavior, and there are cases 
where fear is so strong that it 
affects their ability to think. 

On the other hand, Garabed 
Zakarian, a psychiatrisr said, 
"The new born child is not 
born with a fear of a particular 
thing , so fear of darkness, for 
example, is an acquired case 
from the child's environ- 


He explained that "when 
the 3-4 year old child is told 
by the parents not to go out 
at night, they conceive in him 
the thought that there is some 
bad tiling in darkness, as a 
result the child never goes out 
alone and fears to sleep with- 
out one or the parents there." 
' "Fear, if encountered, gets 
impressed permanently on 
the child’s mind by the age of 
3 - 4 years. It becomes more 
difficult to eliminate," contin- 
ued Zakarian. This is exactly 
the case with Majeda. 

Majeda is the mother of 18 
- year- old Layla who suffers 
from fear of darkness. It start- 
ed at the early age of 3 years 
when Layla went to sleep in 
her grand father's house.

Layla's aunt tried to get her to 
sleep by telling her there was 
a monster under (lie lied who 
would harm her if she did not 
do so . 

Until now, she still believes 
that there is something scary 
in her room although she is 
not aware of what it really is 
that frightens her. Her moth- 
er tried to ease her fear, hut 
failed constantly . 

"I used to stay in Layla’s 
room at night, to convince her 
that there was nothing scary 
in her room, and I would 
always go out with her at 
night to tell her that there 
was no frightening person 
around the house," explained 
Majeda. 

In the end. she gave up try- 
ing to deal with her daugh- 
ter’s phobia. "I have lost all 
hope to bring her fears to on 
end." 

The relationship between 
fear of darkness and the acad- 
emic level of the parents is 
not a determining factor in 
producing phobia. 

Zannad explained that "the 
academic level of the parents 
does not reflect itself directly 
on the method of child rais- 
ing. There is a great similarity 
between child phobia in both 
literate and illiterate fami- 
lies." 

"Children’s fear in early age 
is similar for both boys and 
girls. When they get older, the 
degree of fear increases in the 
female more than the male. 
The assumption is that the 
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male is made to believe dui 
he must be strong and \m 
.uul should assume the roleof 
protector, in addition to his 
conviction of the male’s 
superiority to fear. This is i 
stereotype that is implanted 
by our society's culture ." 

Zannad also added that 
"parents should understand 
fear from the beginning and 
try to treat it by giving tbc 
child the feeling of safety 
When the child misbehave*, 
parents should not punish 
him immediately. They should 
talk to him first to make him 
understand why what he did ^ 
was wrong, then tell him that 
there is a punishment wailing 
lor him if lie docs it again.’ 

"U is important to cell to 
child what the form of to 
punishment will be like before 
introducing the punishment 
itself. It could be prohibit^ 
him from watching T.V, getting 
an allowance or doing to 
things he likes." noted 
Zannad.
